It is
a method which, from wvarions causes, lng
censed to answer any good parpose; it secms
pagacions and prudent, while 1n reality it is
short-sighted in the extreme; and the convie-
tion is grodually foreing itself on all who ve-
floct much that it 1s vain to attempt definito
tegislation for posterity, since it is certain that
posterity will refuse to be legislated for except
according to its own necessities and reqguire-
ments s they arise. The progress of scicnce,
the mpi(lit{-' with which information is ob-
tained and digested, and the habit of organized
combination, are three forces which nct in
ahe same direction. And the result is that
old theories and institutions are tried and
sifted, and, if found to be harmful, unsuit-
mble, or unworkable, the verdict is given;
Lhey are forthwith seattered, broken up, and
the funds transferred to other hands for dif-
ferent purposes. And, according to My, Mill,
there is not a more acourate test of the pro
grens of civilization than the progress of the
power of eo-operation. In old times a man
wonld build his castle in a fashion which
would last for hundreds of years. Ino these
fays no one doos so, for he knows that his
pon or his son's wife may not like it, and that
he will pull it down, send for a London con-
fractor, and build one according to his
faney, To give one or two illustrations of
what we mean., Our endowed schools
bave been tried, and so far as regavds their
gaison detre they have been found want-
ing. The same with our universities. Most
of these were founded by benefactors wha
have derived thence a long lense of glory, but
it has been apparent to the nation thata
change is imperative, and all the special bene-
fits, reservations, and preferences which have
heretofore existed are doomed to extinction.
With national institutions the same. Take
the Irish Church Establishment or Gresnwich
Hospital as examples, The vast hospitals
which have been established in London,
Paris, and elsewhere for the gratuitons relief
and treatment of disense, and for the promo-
tion of medical science, have been, are still,
n source of honest pride. These institutions
faave vied with each other in importance and
excellent management: they were, in fact, o
Yestimony to the progress, humanity, and
pivilization of malions. Recent investiga-
tions have discovered evils lying at the wr{'
root of the system, the existence of which
were unsuspected, but the magnitude and
extent of which can hardly be regarded too
Beriously.

If further research proves the statements
made by Sir J, Simpson to be correct, il
points to a great revolution which will most
certainly have to be carried out in oy hospi-
2al system, and it will embrace nothing less
than the destruction or abandonment of all
our large hospitals, and the superseding of
them %y cottage hospitals, teraporary infir-
aaries, dispensary treatment, and the medi-
val treatment of the sick poor at their own
fiomes, The schools of surgery and medicine
will be obliged to adapt themselves in some
way or other to the change. It is not our
intention todwell on this matiter. We only ad-
duee it as anillustration of whal we mean when
we say that progress is so rapid and changes
pome so fast that it is clearly inexpedient that
money bequeathed for charitable purposes
ghould be restricted to any one method or
purpose beyond the life of the donor and one
generation beyond., It is a enrious fact that
even when a benefactor leaves his money
in eral terms for the benefit of
» hospital, asylum, or school, the governors
and managers almost invariably hasten to do
what he bas left undone, and to tie up the
money or invest it at three per cent., so as to

R uassian FProverhs,

\ correspondent of the London At/
writes as follows: -

Moscow, June 21, 18060, —The Seoteh and
the Spaninrds bave hitherto divided the eredit
of possesging the largest store of proverbial
wisdom; but were the literature of Russm
more widely known, she might pirove a for-
widable rival either to the land of ontmeal
or to fhat of oranges. We lhave often re-
gretted that none of the great native anthors
shoulidd ever have thonght it worth their
while to make a systematic collection of the
pithy sayings which are so familiar in the
mouths of their conntrymen; but, fortunately,
the writings of Gogol, who excelled all his
confemporaries as much in knowledge of na-
Lional fifﬂ and mwanners a8 in humor and
imagination, form almost as comprehensive
a dictionary of Russinn proverbs as Cervantes’
great work of those of Spain. A large
proportion of those mnxims are couched in
rhyming couplets, in order, doubtless, to en-
grave them more easily and indelibly on the
popular memory: but their pointed terseness,
their quaint, homely vigor, ind dry Sancho
Panza sative, scarcely need the aid of rhyme
to recommend them. 'They are, indeed, more
fully than words can express, the faithful
mirror of the shrewd, simple, dogged, humor-
ous Russinn mind, ever veiling its natural
keenness under a mask of habitual and im-
penetrable stolidity,

The Western reader would doubtless be sur-
prised to find how many eld friends have
taken rank, either by coincidence or by actual
borrowing, among the popular maxims of our
Eastern brethren. *‘Strike the iron while it is
hot,” *All is not gold that glitters,” **Fair and
softly goes far,” **As a man sows, so will he
reap, ' and many more such, are recognizable
at n glance; but besides these unmistaka-
Lle importations, there are numerous

others so slightly disguised as to be known at
a glance. No connoisseur in proverbs conld
rewnin long in doubt about the identity of
the following saws:—*‘Mind is good, but two
are better;” “‘Every fox praises his own

familiar saying, *'Take care of the pence, and
the pounds will tuke care of themselves.”
There in manch truth in the following:—**To
trade without sense is only throwing money
away;  but it is unhappily supple-
mented Dby the “wicked wisdom” of a
companion maxim, which expresses with in-
comparable frankness and simplicity the first
and great commandment of Russian traffio;—
“WWithout cheating, no trading!™ Thers is a
similar flavor of sly attention to the main
chance in another very favorite saying:—
“Money is not God, but it shows great
mercy! Any native diplomatist might ap-

pion. ““When thander does not roll the pea-
sant does not cross himself," conveys,in a new
and more rictnrt—m,un form, the idea exprossed
by ihe old English rhyme of “The devil
wns sick, the devil & monk wonld be”
ote. OF equal truth, and even greater
quaintness, are the following sayings,
levelled against gossips and scandal-
mongers:—*"T'he tongue reaches as far as
Kiev," “Tell a thing to a hen (a woman), and
the whole street will know il:" *“Ihrough
heedless words the head falls off,” “‘Public
romor is like n wave of the sen,” **A word is
not a sparrow, for when it once flies away yon
can nover eateh it again,” The same bitter
flavor is perceptible in *‘Bad words come
from bad birds,” **Ask a pig to dinner, and
he will put his feet on the table,” ‘‘Discase
comes in by bundredweights, and goes oat by

ounces,” ‘“‘Lvery little frog is great in his
own bog,” “An old friend is worth
two mnew ones” ete. “*Water runs not
beneath a resting stone” is the exact

converse of our ‘A rolling stone gathers no
moss, " nnd equally appropriate to the nation
which prodnced it. *‘Be praised not for your
ancestors, but for your virtues," sounds like
an echo of the surly independence expressed
in the motto formerly assumed by u.ﬂegf-mmlo
mill onaire—“‘Lordsare proud of theirdescent;
I am proud of my ascent.” But more quaintly
humorous, a8 well as more thoroughly na-
tiomal than all, is a saying popular among the
peasantry, which shows that they are mnot
wholly ignorant of their own strength:—
““When fish are rare, even a erab is a fish; and
when men are gearce, even Thomas (4, ¢, the
peasant) is a gentleman.”

Our notice of these proverbs would be in-
complete withont some mention of the most
tonching and beautiful of all—those relating
to parental and domestic affection, utrilting“lfr

illustrative of the primitive, patriarch
almost fatherly character of the ancient
Slavonio rule, traces of which still re-

main in the title popularly given to the Czar
of *Our father the Emperor,” Among the
best of these latter are the following:—*'A
father's blessing cannot be drowned in water,
nor consumed by fire,” ““He who honors his
parents shall enduve forever,” “‘A mother's
prayer will draw one up from the depths of
the ses,” *“*A brother 18 a great treasure,
which thou wilt not speedily exhanst.”

Onr list of new publications for this month
is o somewhat meagre one, but it contnins o
fow works of interest. ‘‘Russin nnd the
Russians in 1812," by 8, M, Linbetski, is cal-
culated by its vory title to attract attention in
a city which witnessed the catastrophe of the
great dramn which it deseribes, and among a
people who are never weary of listening to
the story of.their famous national sacritice
and its mighty result, ‘‘The Russian Mis-
sion in the Altai Mountains” gives a very in-
tercating account of a comparatively unknown
region. “‘National Culture and Edueation,"”
by P— U—, deals very ably with a subject
which is at present exciting universal interest
and which has recently been discussed in a
series of admirable letters by the corraspond-
ent of ene of the lending St. Petersburg
journals. “Nooks and Corners of Kazan," an
anonymous work, is an adventurous but not
very successful imitation of Mr, Vsevolod
Krestovski’s famous romance, *“T'he Dark
Places of Bt. Petersburg.” Another work of
the Jack Sheppard school, entitled “*Outeasts
and Felons,” by M. Livanoff, has just ap-
peared, but does not seem likely to attain any
great popularity. Besides these, we may
mention a new edition of Nekrassoff's worls,
n satire entitled “‘Satan in the Park,” two or
three books of Asiatic travel, and translations
of several of the novels of MM, Edmond
About and Ponson du "Terrail.
